Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-12, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound 

having azatricychc moiety (wherein m and n are 1) and a 1,2,5-thiodiazole 

moiety, classified in class 514, subclass 295, 362. 
11. Claims 1-3, 6-12, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising a 

heterocyclic compound other than those defined in group I, classified in class 514, 

subclass 183+. 

in Claims 13-17, drawn to a method of inducing analgesia by using the compound in 

group I, classified in class 514, subclass 295, 262. 
IV. Claims 13-17, drawn to a method of inducing analgesia by using a heterocyclic 
compound in group II, classified in class 514, subclass 183+. 
1 . The inventions of Groups (I and HI) and groups (II and IV) represent separate and 
distinct subject matters. They differ with respect to ingredients. Particularly, the inventions 
involved distinctly different compounds. Such compounds would have been reasonably expected 
—to have different^functions. Eiwther, j3btaining A would have required different 

technologies. They therefore have different issues regarding patentability and enablement and 
represent patentable distinct subject matter. 

Inventions groups I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using 
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the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be practiced with a materially 
different product such as narcotic analgesics. 

Inventions 11 and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be practiced with a materially 
different product such as narcotic analgesics. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
